NEW YORK (UPI) — Roosevelt 
Field is now just one of hundreds of 
shopping centers that crowd suburban 
Long Island, but 50 years ago today it 
was the start of an “impossible flight” 
that turned a stunt pilot into a world 
hero. 
On that morning the mist hung low 
over the muddy air strip. The damp 
air slowed, but did not stop, the 220- 
horsepower engine that had to carry 
“The Spirit of St. Louis” 3,600 miles to 
Paris. 
The wheels of the gray-white Ryan 
monoplane began to roll in the mud. 
The pilot, Charles Augustus Lind-

He got no reply. He had no radio, 
one engine, no parachute, five sand­ 
wiches, and a homemade periscope to 
see over the gasoline tank in front of 
him. 
When the 25-year-old former stunt 
flyer, wing walker, airmail pilot, and 
daredevil parachutist landed at Le 
Bourget airport at 10:24 p.m., Paris 
time, Saturday — 3,600 miles nonstop 
alone — the world went wild in 
adulation. 
In one daring act, he opened the 
modern aviation era and prepared the 
world for commercial air travel.

Hoping to provide a convenient and 
central source of information for the 
people of Plano, Kathi Muse is in the 
midst of plans for the city’s Infor­ 
mation and Referral Service which 
should begin operations June 6.

won’t be going to people’s homes 
taking them places, but we will help 
them find where they can go to find an 
answer to their problem or need.” 
When the service opens in June, 
volunteers will staff three telephones 
in an office located in the old Douglass 
school building. According to the 
service’s director, the I&R will per­ 
form three major functions. 
“We will be a link within the 
community linking the caller and 
agency best designed to answer the 
caller’s question or alleviate his 
need,” explained Mrs. Muse, who 


holds a degree in psychology. “One 
phone call can answer a lot of con­ 
fusing questions.” 
Secondly, the service will refer 
people who wish to do volunteer work 
in Plano to groups needing their help. 
And finally, through keeping accurate 
records of all calls received, the I&R 
can assist the community in long- 
range planning of needed social 
services or agencies. 
A newcomer to Plano, Mrs. Muse 
was hired as the part-time director of 
the I&R. She has experience working 
with the mentally retarded, the 
elderly, and with an organization 
called Helpline which was somewhat 
similar to Plano’s I&R. 
“I’m people-oriented, so this is 
something I’ve wanted to do,” she 
explained. “I think having an I&R can 
mean all the difference in being 
pleased or displeased with the com­ 
munity. And the happier people are 
with Plano, the more they’ll want to 
contribute.” 
Since assuming her position a 
month ago, Mrs. Muse has been in­ 
volved in training volunteers to man 
the Information and Referral Service 
office when it opens. 
Interested 
persons are being trained by the 
Dallas I&R’s trainer. 
“Ideally we hope to have 30 
volunteers,” said the director. "About 
20 are signed up now and I’ve been 
very pleased with the response.” 
Besides answering calls for in­ 
formation (all of which are con­ 
fidential), the volunteers will call 


different social service agencies to 
follow up on calls for help. It will be 
important, Mrs. Muse stressed, to see 
that the people who call the I&R ac­ 
tually receive the aid they ask for. 
More volunteers are needed for the 
I&R Service and donations are also 
being requested.

‘Backyard’ Plot Earns $900

TABS Science Writer 
Ar. experimental backyard 
garden near 
Plano has 
yielded 1,778 pounds of 
vegetables and small fruit on 
I,776 square feet of land 
(about 42 x 42.3). 
That’s more than a pound 
of food from each square foot 
of garden The value of the 
vegetables and fruit were 
calculated to be worth more 
than $900 retail. 
The back yard garden was 
started in the fall of 1974 by a 
research 
scientist at 
the 
T e x a s 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
E xperim ent 
Station 
at 
Renner 
It was established to help 
draw 
som e 
econom ic 
guidelines for those who are 
serious 
in 
producing 
homegrown vegetables The 
scientist, Benny J. Simpson, 
kept a record of all costs 
except labor 
Expenses totaled $80.39 so 
the garden had a net value of 
$823 18 Simpson is quick to 
point out that the net value 
would be eaten up by hired 
labor. 


Costs were broken down 
like this: 
vegetable seed, 
$17.10; 
IO 
bunches 
of 
H am burger onion plants, 
$14.95; IOO Comanche Black 
berry 
plants 
at 
$10 00, 
depreciated over IO years, 
$1 OO; Bacillas thuringiensis, 
I 1-3 ounces, $ 98; chemical 
pesticides, 61* ounces, $2.07; 
fungicide, 2 ounces, $1.19; 
fertilizer, 
$2.84; 
w ater, 
II,544 gallons at $.60 per 
thousand feet, $6 93; 
and 
rototiller, depreciated over 6 
years, $33.33. 


Simpson says he didn’t 
figure charges for labor, 
compost, organic mulch, or 
small garden tools such as 
hoes, rakes and shovels. The 
smallest possible containers 
of pesticides were purchased 
and the garden was charged 


only with the amount used 
Flow rates of water were 
m easured with a meter and 
all applications were timed 
for the exact amount used 


Now what did Simpson 
actually harvest9 In April, 
there was a total yield of 
161.9 pounds of lettuce, 
English peas, green onions, 
turnips, and turnip greens 
for a total value of $58.40. 
In May, he harvested 173.7 
pounds of Chinese cabbage, 
E nglish 
peas, 
broccoli, 
cauliflow er, green beans, 
squash, and black b erries 
worth $91.52 


In June, 407 pounds of 
tom atoes, 
beans, 
b lack­ 
b erries, broccoli, squash, 
cucumbers, sweet peppers, 
jalapeno peppers, eggplant, 
and purple hull peas were 
harvested for a total value of 
$229.19. 


In Ju ly , Simpson h a r­ 
vested 215 pounds of onions, 
purple 
hull 
peas, 
beans, 
t o m a t o e s , 
e g g p l a n t , 
cucumbers, sweet peppers, 
jalapeno peppers, and okra 
for a total of $81 05. 
In August, 180.9 pounds of 
tom atoes, 
okra, 
sw eet 
peppers, eggplant, jalapeno 
peppers, and cucum bers 
were harvested for a value of 
$92.16 


In 
Septem ber, 
255.9 
pounds of okra, jalapeno 
p e p p e r s , 
t o m a t o e s , 
eggplant, sw eet peppers, 
squash 
and 
bell 
peppers 
were harvested and valued 
at $148.14 
In October, the garden 
yielded 225.6 pounds of 
squash, tomatoes, broccoli, 
cauliflower, eggplant, long 
yellow 
sweet 
peppers, 
jalapeno 
peppers, 
bell 
peppers, 
turnip 
greens, 
cucum bers, and English 
peas were valued at $145.78. 
In N ovem ber, Simpson 
harvested 158.12 pounds of 
cauliflower, broccoli, turnip 


greens, turnips, tomatoes, 
squash, eggplant, jalapeno 
peppers, and English peas 
for a total value of $57.33 


Simpson points out that in 
very few years do we have as 
severe a winter as 1976, so 
yeilds could have been even 
higher 


Generally, Plano gets the 
first killing frost about Nov. 
17 and it has little effect on 
true cool-season vegetables 
such as turnips, broccoli, 
and cauliflower. December 
is then a rather mild month 
and can be quite productive. 


But in 1976, the first frost 
cam e on Oct. 20, a severe 
frost occurred on Nov. 5, and 
on Nov. 28-29 the tem ­ 
peratures were so severe 


that turnips below ground 
were completely frozen All 
cool-season 
crops 
w ere 
frozen and the 1976 garden 
ended. 


But Simpson, like all who 
work the soil, is quite op­ 
timistic about this year. He 
points out that his yields 
have gone up each year, and 
that with a bit of luck, he 
expects a really 
bumper 
harvest in 1977.

It depends a lot on its vigor 
and how long it’s been where 
it is now. Chances are 
probably 50-50 that it will 
survive, 
dependent,

course, on your getting a 
tight soil ball with as many 
roots as possible intact. Thin 
out the top growth by at least 
50-60 percent to compensate 
for transplant shock from 
root loss. You should also 
invest in an anti-dessicant 
such as Wilt-Pruf, available 
from many nurseries, to help 
conserve 
the 
tre e ’s 
moisture. 
Dear Doc: What would 
cause leaves of our magnolia 
to drop? 
Normal growth. This is 
changeover time, the season 
to shed old foliage and put 


out the new. No cause for 
concern so long as ifs the old 
leaves that are dropping. 
Dear Doc: What are the 
knots all over our pecan 
leaves? They’re m arble­ 
sized and ugly. 
Phylloxera 
galls. 
These 
are one main reason for 
dormant oil spraying. At this 
point there’s no control, as 


the damage is already done. 
Spray next January to 
prevent a recurrence.

A sudden wilting and 
browning of new growth on 
pear tree twig tips means the 
trees are probably infected 
with fireblight. 
Fireblight is a bacterial 
disease that can severely 
damage and even kill pear 
trees, points out Jam es R 
R isinger.

And the disease has 
been on the increase in 
Texas. 
F i r e b l i g h t 
b a c t e r i a 
overw inter 
in 
holdover 
cankers on limbs and large 
branches. Cankered areas 
are 
dark er 
than 
the 
surrounding 
healthy 
bark 
and usually slightly sunken 
and rough 
During warm, 
moist, 
spring weather, 
a 
brownish, sticky liquid oozes 
from the cankers. The liquid 
is filled with bacteria which 
can be carried by wind, rain 
and 
insects 
to 
succulent 
growth on 
the sam e 
or 
nearby trees. 


The first 
step in con­ 
trolling the disease is to 
locate the holdover cankers 
and cut 
them out, 
says 
R isinger 
D isinfect 
the 
wounds with a solution of one 
part household bleach to 
nine parts water and then 
cover with a tree wound 


paint. Also, use the solution 
to disinfect 
the knife or 
priming tools between cuts. 
Next, cut off the brown, 
dead portion of each twig at 
least eight inches below the 
infection. 
Again, 
dip 
the 
pruning tool in the bleach 
solution 
between 
cuts 
to 
avoid spreading the bac­ 
teria. 
Remove all the pruned 
m aterial from the area and 
burn 
it, 
em phasizes 
Risinger 
To reduce susceptibility to 
fireblight next year, be 
careful not to overfertilize 
with nitrogen. 
Too much 
nitrogen causes lush, suc­ 
culent growth which is easily 
invaded by fireblight bac­ 
teria. 
Also, avoid heavy pruning, 
cautions Risinger. This, too, 
promotes lush growth as 
well as encourages 
the 
growth 
of 
w atersprouts 
which are susceptible to 
f i r e b l i g h t 
i n f e c t i o n . 
W atersprouts are vigorous, 
upright 
shoots that arise 
from the trunk or main 
branches. They should be 
removed as they appear and 
the area 
disinfected and 
covered with tree paint. 
Copper 
bordeaux 
spray 
will help reduce fireblight 
sp read , 
notes 
R isinger. 


Copper bordeaux is usually 
applied at petal fall and at 
10-day intervals for three 


applications. Be su re to

Grass Tips Given 


Grass is sun-loving and is 
often difficult to grow in 
shaded areas in the home 
lawn. But there are a few 
steps a homeowner can take 
to 
im prove 
grass 
per­ 
formance in those “difficult 
to grow" area, says James 
H. Risinger, Collin County 
Agent 
with 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
A shade problem can be 
lessened by proper pruning 
of shrubs and trees. TTiis also 
improves air circulation, 
which also helps reduce turf 
diseases more prevalent in 
shady areas. When pruning. 
do not top or stub back large 
limbs but prune selectively 
to thin 
out 
the 
top 
by 
removing branches at their 
point of origin 
Pruning can 
be done 
practically any time of the 
year, Risinger points out. 


However, the best time for 
evergreens is late spring or 
early summer after new 
sPr>n8 growth. Early spring 
flowering plants should be 
pruned immediately after 
flowering 
Deciduous trees 
should be carefully pruned 
over a period of several 
years to avoid removing too 
many leaves at any one 
time. 
Tree roots compete with 
grass for m oisture and 
nutrients in the soil and also 
cause it to weaken. This can 
be even more critical if the 
overhead 
um brella-like 
canopy of leaves prevent 
rainfall penetration into the 
turf below. 
While soil m oisture is 
important, keeping the soil 
constantly wet can also be 
harmful to both tree and 
grass roots. A thorough 
soaking at seven to 10-day

intervals during the heat of 
summer is best. Allow the 
soil to become slightly dry 
before watering again. 
Regarding 
fertilization, 
slightly increase fertilizer 
rates for a shaded lawn to 
compensate for the needs of 
the tree and grass. 
After 
completing 
the 
necessary pruning, plant a 
grass 
that 
has 
shade 
tolerance, Risinger said. In 
Central Texas, St. Augustine 
grass is the most tolerant of 
shaded areas. Plant the 
grass in the spring after the 
soil temperature is about 70 
degrees F. The warm soil 
promotes fast growth and 
rapid establishment of the 
grass cover. 
Once established, grass in 
shaded areas should be 
mowed at least one-half inch 
higher than grass growing in 
full sun. This provides a 
greater leaf surface to utilize 
available sunlight. 
In deeply shaded areas 
where pruning is not possible 
or feasible, ground covers 
are the only answer, con­ 
tends Risinger. Some of the 
more 
common 
ground 
covers include English Ivy, 
ajuga 
and 
big-leafed 
periwinkle. If these won’t 
grow under the existing 
conditions, the next best 
solution is to use a mulch of 
bark or gravel

Is A vailable 


Even if you don’t have a 
house with a big yard, you 
can still be a vegetable 
gardener. As long as you 
have a patio, a balcony, a 
doorstep or even a win­ 
dowsill, you have enough 
space for a minigarden. 
And the U.S. Dept, of 
Agriculture has a booklet 
that outlines how to get the 
best results from 
your 
project. For a copy of 
‘ ‘ M i n i g a r d e n s 
f o r 
Vegetables,’’ send 35cents to 
the Consumer Information 
Center, Dept. HIE, Py^blo, 
Colo. 81009. 
To start your minigarden, 
you’ll need containers big 
enough for the plants when 
they’re fully grown. You can 
use plastic or clay pots, an 
old pail, a plastic bucket, a 
bushel basket, a wire basket, 
or a wooden box. 
If you use solid plastic 
containers, 
allow 
for 
drainage. Drill four or more 
-inch holes, spaced evenly 
along the sides, near the 
bottom. 
Then, 
to 
help 
drainage, put about a half­ 
inch of coarse gravel in the 
bottom of each container. 
All right. What next? 
First, use a commercial 
potting soil (or your own 
home-made version of it— 
the book tells you how). 
Because it is free of plant 
disease organisms and weed 
seeds and holds moisture 
well, it will probably work 
better than regular soil. 
What do you want to grow? 
If you have full sunlight, you 
can 
grow 
just 
about 
anything. If you have some 
shade, you can still grow 
root and leaf vegetables. 
And if you have a still 
shadier area, put the leaf 
vegetables like lettuce there. 
When you buy either your 
seeds or your plants, look for 
miniature varieties. 
They 
will work best in your 
minigarden. And look for 
types 
that 
are 
disease 
resistant. 
Once your plants are in the 
containers, 
keep 
them 
watered, 
but 
don’t over­ 
water them. It is time to 
water when the soil is dry 
down to a depth of ‘s-inch. 
But don’t water the plants so 
late in the evening that the 
leaves stay wet at night. Wet 
leaves 
encourage 
plant 
diseases. 
By the way, you don’t 
really even need a patio for 
vegetables. You might try 
some herbs on the win­ 
dowsill. A six-inch pot of 
chives will keep you har­ 
vesting all year long.

For Fall 
Plant Mums Now 


Chrysanthemums are a 
fine source of fall flowers all 
over Texas, and now is the 
time to start new plants for 
bloom this fall. 
“If you have plants from 
last year, cuttings taken now 
can provide transplants in a 
few short weeks,” points out 
Dr. 
William 
C. 
Welch, 
landscape horticulturist with 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension Service. “Four-to- 
five-inch 
tip 
cuttings 
stripped of their lower 
leaves and placed in sand or 
a mix of half sand and half 
peat moss will root quickly. 


“A rooting hormone is 
often 
helpful 
but 
not 
essential. Keep the cuttings 
moist during the rooting 
period and place them in a 
bright area but not in direct 
sun. By starting these new 
plants and destroying the old 
clumps, disease problems 
can often be avoided,” says 
Welch. 
Mums prefer a sunny site 
with well-drained soil and 


plenty w ater during the 
sum m er. 
Pinching 
the 
term inal buds promotes 
branching, more flowers and 
sturdier plants. 
However, 
buds should not be pinched 
after August I as this will 
delay flowering. 
“Place the rooted cuttings 
18 to 24 inches apart and 
apply small amounts of a 
complete fertilizer such as 
13-13-13 several times during 
the summer before Aug. 15. 
Watch for insects, especially 
aphids which can severely 
weaken 
or 
retard 
the 
plants,” cautions Welch. 
If you 
have 
recently 
received a pot of florist 
mums, you may be suc­ 
cessful in transplanting 
them to the landscape. After 
the blossoms begin to fade, 
cut the plants back to four or 
five inches in height. Since 
there are usually three or 
more plants per pot, Welch 
advises separating them by 
cutting the soil ball with a 
sharp 
knife, 
leaving 
a 
sizable ball on each plant.

If the plants have not been 
weakened too severely by 
long periods of exposure to 
dark areas or too much or 
too little water, they will 
usually 
begin 
growing 
quickly and form sizable 
plants in time for fall 
blooming, notes the hor­ 
ticulturist. 
“ Chrysanthem um s 
are 
light sensitive plants and 
flower when the day length 
shortens in the fall,” says 
Welch. “Since varieties vary 
as to when flowering begins, 
it is possible to have mums 
bloom from late September 
to heavy frost by selecting 
early, mid-season and late 
flowering types.

overseas than a year earlier 
In January, sales were up 65 
percent over a year before 
And in February, they were 
up more than 70 percent to 
the highest level in three 
years. 
As exports pulled above 
year-before levels, farm ers 
quickly 
moved 
to 
revise 
their plans for planting. By 
April, planting intentions 
had been boosted to 13.6 
million acres. That was 17 
percent more than last year 
Nearly all the additional 
acreage will come out of the 
production 
of 
grain 
sorghum 
Nationwide, the 
acreage planted to grain 
sorghum will probably be 2.1 
million less than last year. A 
reduction of ll percent, that 
is just about enough to make 
up the increase in cotton 
acreage. 
With grain prices weak. 
the outlook is for planting of 
most grains to be cut back. 
But except for land usually 
planted to sorghum, 
and 
some wheat, little of the 
acreage being released is 
suitable for cotton. 
That means roughly half 
the country’s cotton acreage 
will be in Texas. 
Texas usually grows about 
a third of the country’s 
cotton. But this year, the 
Texas Crop and Livestock 
R eporting Service shows 
Texas farm ers 
intend to 
plant 6.3 million acres to 
cotton. Over 30 percent more 
than last year, that will be 
the most cotton acreage in 
this state since 1962. 
Planting in Texas will, in 
fact, account for three- 
fourths of the total increase 
in cotton acreage. And it 
may account for even more 
of the increase in actual 
production. 
In 
C alifornia, 
which 
usually produces about a 
fifth of the cotton, growers 
indicate they will increase 
plantings to 1.4 million 
acres, a fourth more than in 


1976 As in Texas that will be 
the most cotton planted in 15 
years. 
But the situation is dif­ 
ferent in California Unlike 
Texas, 
w here 
m oisture 
conditions 
are 
good. 
California 
has 
a 
drouth. 
Whether growers there can 
carry out their plans will 
depend on the availability of 
water 
Meanwhile, in other big 
cotton area, acreage is being 
shifted to soybeans. In the 
M ississippi 
D elta, 
for 
exam ple, w here another 
fifth of the cotton is usually 
grown, some farm ers are 
cutting 
back 
on 
cotton 
acreage to take advantage of 
high soybean prices. 
Some of 
the 
expanded 
cotton production will go into 
rebuilding inventories. By 
August, 
when 
the 
new 


m arketing 
year 
begins, 
cotton stocks will be the 
lowest in 25 years. 
Most of the expansion, 
however, has been spurred 
by demand from overseas. 
C om pared 
with 
foreign 
demand for cotton, changes 
in dom estic consum ption 
have been slight 
In response to the rise in 
foreign demand, growers in 
West Texas will increase 
their cotton acreag e 28 
percent That is according to 
the 
Texas Crop 
and 
Livestock R eporting S er­ 
vice. which shows cotton 
acreage in West Texas ex­ 
panding from 3.9 million last 
year to five million. 
N ortheast 
Texas 
f a r­ 
mers—which includes those 
in the Plano area—will plant 
16 percent 
m ore cotton 
acreage, expanding their 


plantings from 475,000 acres 
last year to 550,000. 
In South Texas, farm ers 
intend to plant 780,000 acres, 
compared with 435,000 last 
year. That will be a 79- 
percent increase in their 
cotton acreage 
To

production, Texas farm ers 
will 
reduce

planting of grain sorghum by

The state agency reports

POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR PO LLY — My glass tumblers have become 
very cloudy, but switching dishwater detergents and 
soaking with vinegar did not help. What can I do? — 
JU L IE. 
DEAR JULIE — This cloudiness could be caused by 
hard water that would leave a soap film. You might fill 
the glasses with a diluted solution of household am­ 
monia, let them stand for a while and then wash and 
rinse with bot water. Sometimes adding two or three 
tablespoons of water conditioner to the bot detergent 
suds and leaving them to soak for a few hours will help. 
Rinse and scrub out with a stiff bottle brush. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve concerns ladies’ slacks 
Why must the elastic be sewn directly to the casing. It makes 
it so exasperating and difficult when it is necessary to put in 
new elastic.
